The United States weather bureau 
of which Dr. Willis L. Moore is the; 
chief, is gradually wresting the se- | 
crets from the upper atmosphere and 
has begun to apply the information 
gained from a study of the air that 
stretches miles above our heads to 
the dai.y forecasting of the weather 
conditions. 
Large Kites to Be Used. 
Large kites bearing 
instruments 
that give an accurate record of at­ 
mospheric conditions are sent, 
up 
daily aj the observation and experi­ 
ment station of the weather bureau 
at 
Mt. Weather, Va., about 
sixty 
miles from Washington in the Blue 
Ridge mountains. 
Recently, through 
an effort to gain a 
better 
under­ 
standing of the upper atmosphere, it 
was agreed by weather officials 
in 
different countries that kites should 
be sent up on given days at points 
in France, 
Switzerland. 
Germany, 
England, hussia and 
the 
United 
States. 
The United States weather 
bureau conducted its experiments ai 
Mt. W eather and on five consecutive 
days sent kites up to a distance of 
three miles each day. 
It is believed 
here that this breaks all other rec-* 
ords. 
The results of the experiments 
here, including the readings of the 
instruments, have been forwarded by 
mail to the other countries where 
experiments were made. 
Accurate F recasts of Hot Waves. 
Every day, however, kites are sent 
up at Mt. Weather nearly as high as 
this. 
The observations of the condi­ 
tions of the upper air have been used 
all this summer in the daily fore-1 
casts for the region about Washing­ 
ton and for the middle Atlantic re­ 
gion. One result has been to enable 
the f e a t h e r bureau to make unusual­ 
ly accurate forecasts of hot waves in 
the regions named. The principle *s 
simple enough. Hot weather exists 
in strata, in layers, so to speak. If 
the upper air observations show that 
the heated air occupies but a thin 
stratum it is obvious that it can be 
easily dissipated and the heat per- 
mar ally displaced by a slight a g i-' 
tation, such as that from winds 
or 
showers. 
On the contrary, if the in­ 
struments sent for miles into the air t 
show that the heated atmosphere ex­ 
ists in a stratum of great depth, or 
in other words, that a thick layer of 
heated atmosphere covers the earth, 
then it is a certainty that this will 
be permanently displaced by no or­ 
dinary agitation. 
An ordinary show­ 
er, for instance, will merely effect a 
temporary cooling. A hard storm or j 
heavy winds and probably consider-; 
able time will be required to'dispose 
of this thick layer of 
heated 
air. 
With an accurate daily knowledge of 
the upper air conditions, it is appar-; 
ent that it becomes easy to forecast | 
I whether a hoc wave is to continue 
indefinitMy, or whether it is likely to 
end suddenly and the like. 
Will Be Exclusively Used. 
There are various other ways in 
which the observations obtained b y 
kites sent 
far into the Tipper at-, 
mosphere are valuable. Ultimately, 
kite observations will be taken at a 
number of leading stations the coun- 
t. 
over. 
Mr. Moore says there is no J 
! question, but .hey will aid much in 
forecasting. 
From 
the 
laboratory 
at 
Mf. 
Weather, the 
government 
experts 
have evolved a remarkable appar­ 
atus which 
.ill soon be in practical 
operation for the measurement ol 
the degree of cloudiness. It will be 
possible to tell by this how much of 
the sun s rays are screened off by 
the clouds at any given time. It will 
be possible to tell in specific figures 
just how much cloudier one day is 
than another or bow' much clears 
one day is than another. This 
is 
something that cannot bo determined 
by the appearance of the atmosphere, 
since it often happens there are fine 
clouds afloat that are scarcely no­ 
ticeable but that cut off much of the 
sun's rays from the earth. 
This in­ 
strument will be of importance 
to 
th 
forecasters as showing accurate­ 
ly 
atmospheric 
conditions 
and 
whether those conditions are favor­ 
able for rain or snow, for dry weath­ 
er or otherwise. 
Pronounced a Success. 
All such improvements in methods 
for learning the exact condition of 
the atmosphere on the earth 
and 
miles away from it are making the 
science o forecasting more and more 
accurate and weather bureau offi­ 
cials are looking forward with more 
and more hopefulness to forecasting 
of weather over longer periods than 
at '^resent. 
Dr. Moore has 
been 
much criticise.! for the establishment 
of the institution at Mt. Weather, 
but it is said to have become the 
finest institution in the world for 
weather research work. 
It was so 
pronounced recently by 
Professor 
Woodward of the Carnegie institu­ 
tion who spent two days there.

Researches 
have brought to light astronomical ta ­ 
bles in India which must have been 
constructed by the principles o f geom­ 
etry. Some are of the opinion that they 
have l>eon framed from observations 
made not less than 3.000 years before 
the Christian era. and if this opinion 
be well founded the science o f geom­ 
etry must have been cultivated in In­

brought from India to Greece. 
The Indians have a treatise railed the 
"Surya Sidhauta." which professes to 
be a revelation from heaven communi­ 
cated to Meya, a luau of great sanctity, 
alKiut 4.000.000 years ago.

etry which differs entirely from the 
first known in Greece and Arabia. 
In 
fact, it is founded on 
a geometrical 
theorem w’hich was not known to the 
geometricians of Europe before the 
time of Meta, alxmt 200 years ago. 
And it employs methods of demonstra­ 
tion unknow’n to the Greeks, who used 
others. 
The former have been attrib­ 
uted to the Arabs, but it is possible 
they have received this improvement 
in trigonometry as well as the numer­ 
ical characters from 
India.—Chicago 
Tribune.
